HISTORY MAY REPEAT 
There is said to be a reasonable chance 
to find in Great Britain a market for from 


400 to 500 Canadian cattle per week. 

In that connection it is interesting to 
note in the old files of the Bulletin that in 
the fall of 1893 three train loads of cattle 


passed through Winnipeg in one day, 
bound for the British market. Most of 
these cattle had been shipped from Al- 


berta, where the firm of Gordon and Iron- 
sides had at that time bought 5,000 head 
for export to Britain and were looking for 
5,000 more. 

A variety of changed conditions killed 
the live cattle trade with the old lands, 
and three years ago not a head was ship- 
ped from the Dominion. Experimental 
shipments since that time are said to have 
shown a profit after all expenses were 
met, and there has been a slowly brighten- 
ing prospect that this once enormous and 
profitable trade may be revived. 

If that hope does not materialize the 
fault will hardly be a lack of interest on 
the part of the Alberta farmers. With 
grain prices down, and likely to rule low- 
er than in the years when wheat produc- 
tion grew at the expense of all other 
branches of farming, a brisk demand for 
cattle for shipment overse. would be wel- 
come to farmers located in parts of the 
west where stock-raising is practicable.
